Appeal for Funas for Pueblo Relief 


The following signed appeal was is- 
sued in Pueblo officially: 

“Five hundred thousand dollars are 
urgently needed as a bare minimum 
sum to do most necessary relief and 
rehabilitation work in the City of Pue- 


| blo, according to conservative and care- 


ful estimate. On behalf of the stricken 
citizens of Pueblo the undersigned 
earnestly appeal to the generosity and 
sympathy of the Nation to assist in 
meeting the situation, which is entirely 
beyond the resources of the commun- 
ity, by sending in their contributions. 

“More than fifteen hundred fam- 
ilies already have been listed by the Red 
Cross census as being in need of help. 
Many of these have lost all they possess. 
These families represent an approximate 
total of seven thousand persons and the 
census is not yet complete. Hundreds of 
dealers, large and small, have been para- 
Izzed by the flood which completely 
wiped out their stocks and ruined the 
buildings in which they were housed. 
The damage is estimated between fif- 
teen million and twenty-five million, 
exclusive of loss to municipal highways 
and railroad property. The flood vic- 
tims must be helped to regain normal 
economic existence before the city can 
return to its position as a self-supporting 
community. 

“Upon invitation of the Governor of 
Colorado and the City of Pueblo, the 
American Red Cross has undertaken 
the task of rehabilitation and is in 
charge of all relief work. Destitute 
families are now being taken care of in 
refugee camps and thousands are being 
fed daily at field kitchens maintained 
under Red Cross direction. Initial 
steps to rehabilitate these unfortunate 
persons.have been started. So that they 
again become productive citizens and not 
continuing objects of -charity, homes 
must be built and productively re- 
stored, with the principle always ad- 
hered to of making each sufferer help 
himself as far as he is able. This will 
necessitate funds being made available 
immediately. The Red Cross has ap- 
propriated one hundred and five thou- 
sand dollars to the relief funds, but gen- 
eral subscriptions reported to date have 
been light. 

“May we, the undersigned, urge the 
need of haste on the part of those who 
can assist, expressing our deep grateful- 
ness for the assistance that may be 
given.

Dear General Taylor! What news- 
paper man in New England, be he 
editor, reporter, or‘cub, would think of 
any other expression than the above in 
learning of the death of the dean of New 
England newspapers, almost the dean 
of the United States newspapers,— 
General Charles H. Taylor, editor of 
the Boston Globe. For ‘almost fifty 
years the controlling factor of a great 
newspaper, it is doubtful if any man in 
the profession has had a finer code upon 
which to build his purveyor of news, 
than has General Taylor. We doubt if 
there would be a dissenting voice to the 
sentiment that for at least the last 
twenty years the sweetest newspaper 
published, in its clean thought, in its 
friendliness to the people, in its desire 
never to make unhappy, the Boston 
Globe holds the first place; and this is 
due to the great, big, broad humanity, 
the manner in which his life developed, 
the love of his fellow men, that con- 
trolled the life of the publisher. 

Of all the tributes we know of none 
will strike a more responsive chord 
among the average men than the tribute 
of one of General Taylor’s long-time 
reporters, M. E. Hennessey. There was 
the tribute of a man who had learned to 
look upon the master as a pupil whose 
work was done through affection for the 
master. There won’t be the develop- 
ment of many great newspaper men, as 
reviewers like to list them, credited to 
the dominating force of the publisher 
of the Globe, but we doubt if in the 
whole nation there have been developed 
as many human newspaper men in any 
other paper as have been thus developed 
in New England’s great publication. 

General Taylor had grown into his 
commanding place through years of all 
‘| sorts of @xperieticesand*conditions-such 
as few men have encountered. He knew 
adversity and he knew prosperity; he 
knew achievement. Whichever of these 
controlled, however, he was always the 
cheerful optimist, with faith in his 
country, faith in his State, faith in his 
fellow man; and the foundation of it 
all was faith in his fellow man.

Although called the good people by 
the plausible, blarney-tongued Irish who 
would not offend them for the world, 
they do not lead an angelic life by any 
means. Sometimes they fight battles 
with each other in the air — the people 
being warned of such combats by fierce 
gusts of wind which ruffle back the 
thatch on the houses. Sometimes 
they steal the peoples’ produce, but 
when they embark on such an enter- 
prise, it is very necessary to have an 
Irishman with them, otherwise they 
cannot carry off their booty. 

The customs of the country folk 
afford the good people ample oppor- 
tunity to carry out their desires, for 
almost nightly, the men and _ boys 
visit the neighbors’ houses, and there 
pass the time talking together around 
the cheerful turf fire.

Whether or not one believes in the 
existence of the good people, he may 
derive great benefit from listening

The Four Crusaders of Andover

And where may 
we. find more lasting expression of that 
glorieus restlessness than in the settle- 
ment by our forefathers of this beautiful 
new world of ours, America, limitless 
in her possibilities, building upon that 
same fineness of soul created by those 
early men and women wherever they 
sought .tomake-their-home.and-in..no 
way more strikingly exemplified than 
in the founding and the growth of our 
town of Andover.

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number of long and short poems which 
earnéd for her the title of the “Tenth 
Muse.” She, having been accustomed 
to artistic surroundings, now lived on a 
small farm working hard bringing up 
her eight children. Such an environ- 
ment hindered rather than helped her, 
yet she wrote most of her poems before 
she was thirty years old. I am going 
to repeat to you a few lines which she 
wrote about her children: 
“T had eight birds hatcht in one nest; 
Four cocks there were, and hens the rest. 
I nurst them up with pain and care, 
Nor cost nor labor did I spare, 
Till at last, they felt their wing, 
Mounted the trees, and learned to sing.” 
How much tenderness for her little 
brood this shows! Many of her neigh- 
bors often said that it would be better 
if she took a needle instead of a pen in 
hand but from this little ode we might 
well surmise that she used both to ad- 
vantage. 
But the best of all her poems was 
“Contemplations.”” This poem ends: 
“O Time, the fatal wrack of mortal 
things 

That draws Oblivion’s curtains over 
kings; 

Their sumptuous monuments, 
know them not, 

Their names without a record are forgot; 

Their parts, their ports, their pomps, 
all laid in th’ dust; 

Nor wit, nor gold; nor buildings, ’scape’ 
time’s rust. 

But he whose name is graved in the 
white stone 

Shall last and shine, when all of these 
are gone.” 

How well this shows her religious faith, 

her trust, and her humble spirit. The 

way in which Anne Bradstreet adapted 

herself to this new world, savage, crude, 

and without conveniences, when she had 

been used to the finer things and ease 

of civilization, is an example which we 

may well follow. Thus Anne Bradstreet 

gave her life in the service of civilization 

and the familiar ideals of our beloved 

forefathers, the Pilgrims. 

Not many years later, when the ideals 
of these forefathers had become the rock 
of the new world, our war for inde- 
pendence was fought. Then as always 
Andover gave her services tohercountry. 
In this period there stands forth in her 
patriotism and devotion, Madame Phil- 
lips. She came after her marriage to 
Judge Samuel Phillips to live in Andover 
in the mansion house which her husband 
had built for her. Here she was held in 
respect and honor because of the little 
quiet kindnesses and charities which 
she. bestowed. every. hour. of -her-life..... 

Because of the scarcity of gunpowder 
in 1775, Madame Phillips’ husband 
erected a powder mill on the Shawsheen 
at his own expense. At one time when 
Mr. Phillips was away on governmental 
affairs, Madame Phillips herself took 
charge of the mill, although an explo- 
sion, killing three men, had taken place 
only a few weeks before. But a greater 
mark of her patriotism is shown by her 
own words which were written to Mr, 
Phillips while he was absent as a repre- 
sentative in Congress. “I wish you to 
exert every faculty for the public good. 
I sincerely wish the Divine blessing 
may attend your consultations. I am 
very willing to make any sacrifice, 
might tranquillity be restored to our 
deluded States.” 

When that tranquillity for which 
Madame Phillips had so _ fervently 
prayed, was at last restored, the time 
of stress which followed, first caused by 
the framing of the Constitution and 
then finally by the division over slavery, 
is familiar to all of us. By this question 
of slavery and the injustice to the slave, 
many women were greatly aroused. But 
what one of them is more dear or famil- 
iar to us than Harriet Beecher Stowe? 
She was born in Litchfield, Connecticut, 
in 1811. In 1832, her father accepted 
the Presidency of the Lane Theological 
Seminary in Cincinnati. It was here 
that Mrs. Stowe married Calvin Ellis 
Stowe, who was a professor in the 
seminary. Here Mrs. Stowe was able 
to see slavery close at hand and very 
often she assisted in helping a fugitive 
slave escape to Canada. Just across the 
river, she could see slaves being sold and 
families separated. 

In 1850, Mr. Stowe accepted the 
position of president of Bowdoin Col- 
lege. Because of this the family re- 
moved to Brunswick, Maine, and it was

here that Mrs. Stowe wrote Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin. In 1852, just after this 
inspiring book was written, Mrs. Stowe 
and Mr. Stowe, who had received a 
professorship at Phillips Academy, re- 
moved to Andover. During Mrs, 


Stowe’s residence here, Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin gained wide popularity and 
exerted its greatest influence, hastening 
the Civil War which gave the slaves 
their freedom. Many a mother, after 
reading this book, willingly sacrificed 


her son on the battlefield and other 
mothers as far away as Siam freed their 
slaves and started emancipation move- 
ments. This was not the only book 


which Mrs. Stowe wrote in denuncia- 
tion of slavery, but none of them had 
the far-reaching effect of Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin. 

Some years later when the glorious 
freedom of which Mrs. Stowe had 
dreamed had become a fact and her 
hair was traced with gray, an old cap- 
tain came to call upon her as she sat in 
her garden. With the utmost reverence, 
he said by way of greeting, ‘When I 


was younger, I read with a great deal| 


of satisfaction and instruction, Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin. The story impressed me 
very much. I am happy to shake hands 
with you, Mrs. Stowe, who wrote it.” 
“TY did not write it,”” Mrs. Stowe an- 
swered gently. “You didn’t!” exe 
claimed the captain. “‘ Who did then?” 
“God wrote it. I merely did his dicta- 
tion,’’ replied Mrs. Stowe. ‘‘Amen,” 
said the Captain as he walked slowly 
away. What could show better than 
this short conversation Mrs. Stowe’s 
humility which pervaded all her works? 
Is not a character like this worth more 
than rubies?

John V. Holt, first vice president of the 
alumni association, and Rev. C. W. 
Henry, president of the board of tru: tees. 

Three members of the class which 
entered school in 1856 were present, 
Miss Charlotte Helen Abbott, Mrs. 
Hannah Harding Flint and Mrs. Jo- 
seph W. Smith. Of these Miss Char- 
lotte Helen Abbott was the only one 
to graduate in 1859. 

The committee in charge was fortun- 
ate in securing as toastmaster Rev. 
Frederic Palmer, \ hose fund of gocd 
stories and keen wit combined with an 
intimate knowledge of the traditions 
of the school made his remarks most 
felicitous. He promised not to speak 
on the war, immigration, the Volstead 
act, the car fare between Andover and 
Lawrence, nor to bore his hearers with 
the reminiscences of old men, and he 
spoke a few apt words on the value of 
education which were appropriate to 
the occasion which he referred to as a 
“celebration of knowledge.” He said 
that the purpose of education is not 
to teach the school graduates to solve 
the problems of the day, which would 
soon be out of date, but to cultivate 
the ability of solving problems. A 
full and accurate knowledge of some 
one department of human knowledge 
with a superficial knowledge of several 
other departments is one means toward 
this sort of efficiency. 

Knowledge is getting rather ex- 
pensive, but a poor education costs 
the community more in the end than a 
good one and for this reason he urged 
that the citizens generously support the 
chairman of the school board, Dr. 
Conroy, and his associates in their plans 
to secure the best education for the 
youth of Andover. 

Dr. Palmer introduced as the first 
speaker, Charles H. Eames, whose Pun- 
chard diploma he himself had signed in 
1893, now President of the Lowell 
Textile school. Mr. Eames spoke of 
the wonderful contributions of science 
to industry and medicine during the 
last quarter of acentury, and of the 
development and applications of the 
principles of chemistry and physics with 
which he first became acquainted in 
the old laboratory at Punchard, which 
have made possible the X-ray, wireless 
telegraphy, the harnessing of Niagara, 
and the very general use of electricity 
for light and power, 

With the rapid development of tech- 
nical Schools, studies which were form- 
erly considered academic are now 
found practical in the field of industry. 
Notwithstanding the numerous dis- 
coveries and thy remarkable increase in 
the efficiency of machines and processes, 
President Eames assured the young 
people that there is a large field of op- 
portunity open to those who jare now 
beginning their life work and he charged 
the graduating class to go out into their 
new life never forgetting their loyalty to 
Punchard and to Andover. 

Dr. Palmer then introduced Dr. 
Payson Smith, commissioner of educa- 
tion of the State of Massachusetts, 
who gave a stimulating address on the 
importance of education in relation to 
the welfare of the commonwealth. 

He believes that all our future success 
depends on education, that our state 
is rich, not because of its natural re- 
sources but because of the develop- 
ment of its men and women. 

The value of education does not lie 
in the preparation for some higher in- 
stitution of learning, but rather in the 
development of individual power. As 
someone has expressed it, ‘‘ Education 
is what you have left after you have 
forgotten what you learned in school.” 
To this end, a standardized result of 
education, but rather that each indi- 
vidual be brought to the fullness of his 
powers and be dedicated to the common 
service. Parents as well as_ teachers 
should look within the boy himself for 
this potential power and give him a 
chance to develop his own tastes and 
instincts rather than forcing him to 
conform to those of his elders, 

The responsibility which now rests 
on educational institutions is to pro- 
duce a body of citizens with trained 
minds who are capable of straight- 
forward thinking and who can reason 
and judge intelligently. More of the 
right kind of education among the right 
kind of people is needed to preserve and 
promote our future welfare as a nation, 
Dr. Smith spoke of the importance of 
the study of United States history and 
civics, which should be insisted on even 
at the sacrifice of the study of the 
history of older civilizations. 

In addressing a final word to the 
members of Class of 1921, he charged 
them as they came out into the body 


+| thing it is to be an American, and to be 


interested in matters of civic and pol- 
itical importance and not to be led by 
selfish or material ideas, but by an 
ideal of altruistic service. 

The toastmaster introduced the Rev. 
F. R, Shipman, formerly pastor of the 
South church and member of the 
Board of Punchard trustees, as the 
“truest of men, the warmest of heart 
and best of friends.”” When he rose to 


speak he was greeted with hearty and 
prolonged applause. He briefly ex- 
pressed his appreciation of Commission- 
er Smith’s stirring words on the value 
of education, an old truth which since 
his years in the South he heard again 
as a new message. 

He congratulated the school on its 
alumni, such a splendid body meaning 
much to the cause of education. 

The last speaker was Nathan C. 
Hamblin, for as Dr. Palmer said, the 
gathering could only be dismissed by 
the principal. 

Mr. Hamblin paid a tribute to Myron 
FE. Gutterson, who through his loyalty 
had-done more than any other alumnus 
for the welfare of theschool acknowledg- 
ing his own indebtedness to a man whose 
advice had always been helpful and 
whose presence had always been an 
inspiration. He thanked the members 
of the association for their help during 
the year and assured them that the 
scholars needed their assistance and were 
trying to live up to their ideals. 

A handsome bouquet of pink carna- 
tions was awarded to the Senior class, 
which had the largest attendance, 
thirty-nine of its forty members being 
present. A silver cup was awarded to 
Miss Clara Boynton of Nashville, 
Tenn., class of 1879, who had travelled 
the greatest distance to attend the 
reunion, 

The meeting closed about half past 
ten with the singing of the Punchard 
ode and Auld Lang Syne.
